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Gordon Pracht, Luis Gonzalez 
Honored As 2001 Top Officers

At a time when se- 
curity is high on the 
public agenda, Green- | 
belt is fortunate to | 
have one of the 
county’s best-equip- 
ped and most effec- 
tive police forces. 
That translates to im- 
proved public safety 
in Greenbelt, and en- 
hanced responsiveness 
when problems do 
flare up. 

Every year, the po- 
lice department recognizes exem- 
plary performance on the police 
force with its “Officer of the 
Year” award. But in the year just 
completed, the department de- 
cided that two officers, Gordon 
Pracht and Luis Gonzalez, de- 
served the top honor for 2001. 
The American Legion hosted a 
special banquet for the honorees, 
as it does each year. 

Gordon Pracht 

Master Police Officer Gordon 
D. Pracht became a Greenbelt 
police officer on June 10, 1996, 
after working for a year as a 
communications specialist for the 
department. His arrest statistics 
are consistently the highest in the 
department, with most arrests in- 
volving drug users and sellers. 
He follows each arrest through its 
court proceeding. In 2000, 
Pracht quickly apprehended mur- 
der suspects who had killed a 
victim after a robbery. In 1999, 
his crisis communication skills 
saved a life when he convinced a 
person not to commit suicide.

Pracht also volunteers in two 
of the department’s specialty 
units focused on crisis negotiation 
and accident reconstruction. 
Both units require extensive train- 
ing. Accident reconstruction 
training is perhaps the most ex- 
tensive post-police academy train- 
ing anyone in the department re- 
ceives. Greenbelt’s accident re- 
construction unit has a 100% 
conviction rate. 

Craze noted Pracht’s strong 
work ethic and “outstanding per- 
formance as a patrol officer and 
his never ending efforts to per- 
sonally aid in the betterment of 
the department and the commu- 
nity that he serves.” 

A resident of Greenbelt, 
Pracht also volunteers his free 
time to the department and to the 
community. He helps new re- 
cruits by serving as a volunteer 
field training officer. A former 
Springhill Lake resident, he

During one “ex- 
traordinary arrest,” according to a 
police department statement, 
Gonzalez pursued the identity of 
an armed felon, which led him to 
determine that he was a long- 
time drug dealer who had been 
“plaguing the eastern seaboard 
with cocaine trafficking viola- 
tions.” Due to Gonzalez’ “tena- 
cious” investigation, the suspect 
was sent back to several states 
where he was being sought for 
felony drug charges. 

Known for his diligence, 
Gonzalez leads his squad in over- 
all statistics, which are among the 
department’s highest. A recent

Butler, SHL Rec Boys Star 
In Movie about “Attitude”

Lights, camera, action! The 
cameras are rolling at Springhill 
Lake Rec Center. Under the 
guidance of Brian Butler, boys 
are producing a movie about 
youth at risk, conflict resolution, 
and street life. Butler is a City 
of Greenbelt Rec Coordinator 
who organized a youth group at 
the Rec Center. The group is 
B.U.I.L.D.I.N.G., which stands 
for Boys United In Learning, De- 
veloping, and Igniting the Next 
Generation. A few girls are also 
involved in the group. 

The movie in progress is en- 
titled “Attitude Is Everything” 
and is partly funded by the new 
Clarice Smith Performing Arts 
Center at the University of Mary- 
land. The young filmmakers 
hope to dramatize to African- 
American boys the pain and peril 
of unmanaged anger, unresolved 
conflicts, and life on the wrong 
side of the law. The all-boy cast 





was central in writing the script, 
allowing the youth to take owner- 
ship of the creative effort. 

By acting in this video, they 
have a chance to experience 
vivid, poignant fiction and learn 
about the consequences of their 
moral choices without taking real, 
irrevocable risks. "Drama Is Life 
Productions" Program Director 
Wanda Schell drew her original 
script from working with similar 
groups, but let the SHL boys put 
in their own touch. 

The B.U.I.L.D.I.N.G. group 
meets regularly with Butler, who 
has even enlisted the aid of his 
father-in-law, Steven Burke, Sr., 
in some of the activities. To 
raise funds for activities, the 
young people have taken over 
delivery of the Greenbelt News 
Review in Springhill Lake. The 
payment they receive is a major 
source of funds for their activi- 
ties.

Nat'l Shadow Day 


More than 240 Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School (ERHS) 
students are scheduled to join 
students from across the country 
to participate in National Shadow 
Day, Friday, February 1.

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Planning Our 
Dream Retirement

We’re at that stage of life 
where thoughts of retirement 
drift through the mind. In 
particular, one imagines mov- 
ing. Perhaps, having been in 
the same frugal little house for 
about I5 years and in the 
same community for nearly 
25, it’s time for a change. 
Lots of people, when they re- 
tire, fulfill some domestic 
dream - moving to the coun- 
try, living in a warm place, 
building the dream house, 
even emigrating to inexpensive 
and sunny havens in simpler 
societies. Possibly this is a 


wonderful plan. 
Being analytical types, we 


decided that the best way to 
examine the issue was to per- 
form the same process that 
software engineers go through 
in creating new programs. 
The first step is called ‘re- 
quirements analysis’ and this 
means writing down each veri- 
fiable task that the software 
must perform - for us this 
meant determining what needs 
we had for our house itself 
and what must be the at- 
tributes of its location. 

We brainstormed. This 
step is not particularly impres- 
sive when we do it because 
our brains are small and the 
storm they produce noticeable 
only for its general feebleness.

space; no cars directly outside 
our house (quirky, but there 
you go); stairs that are straight 
so that a stair-climbing ma- 
chine can be attached; we 
must be where we have 
friends and family in the vi- 
cinity and be part of a com- 
munity; access to the cultural, 
educational and medical 
amenities of a major urban 
area. 

After all this cogitating, we 
realized one simple fact. We 
had moved into our retirement 
home - a GHI brick next to 
the inner walkway and within 
spitting distance of the center 
- about 30 years earlier than 
we needed to. We also real- 
ized that there was nowhere 
else that even came close. 

So, here we are and here, 
it seems, we stay. 

My spirit of adventure is 
mortified by this discovery. I 
feel I should immediately rush 
off and blunder through suc- 
cessive stressful real estate 
transactions in far-flung places 
just to prove that I’m still ca- 
pable of spontaneity. But 
common sense prevails. I can 
go on vacation to sunny 
climes and idyllic pastoral 
places. I can rent a room with 
a view. I can try out the de- 
lights of everywhere. But 
then, by golly, I can come 
home.

Hoyer Supports 
Telecommuting 


Recently, Congressman Steny 
Hoyer and Office of Personnel 
Management Director Kay Coles 
James tried working at the Bowie 
State Telecommuting Center, one 
of 15 telecenters in the area. Six 
are in Maryland. While there, 
they spoke with the federal em- 
ployees who regularly work at 
the center. 

“T have been a big supporter 
of telecommuting centers for al- 
most a decade,” said Congress- 
man Hoyer. “Telecommuting is a 
way for us to improve employ- 
ees’ lives by reducing their total 
commute time, while benefiting 
the larger community by putting 
fewer cars on the road. I am go- 
ing to try to help this program 
continue to grow in the future.” 

The Washington, D.C. area has 
the second worst traffic conges- 
tion in the nation, just behind 
Los Angeles. The average com- 
mute is 30 minutes each way — 
second worst again, just behind 
New York. Commuters in the re- 
gion waste more time (82 hours a 
year) and more money ($1,290 
per driver) in traffic delays than 
in any other large city. 
Telecommuting centers reduce 
demands and wear on govern- 
ment-funded infrastructure and 
ease congestion on roadways. 

Telecommuting is slowly be- 
coming a part of life and a trans- 
portation solution in the metro- 
politan region. More than 11% 
of the Washington area’s 2.3 mil- 
lion households now include em- 
ployees who regularly telecom-

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A Greenbelt Gardener

In the heart of 
winter there are 
still beautiful 
things to see in the 
garden. The 
plants that are still 
green are very 
much appreciated 
now. And some 
plants add interest 
to the garden with 
colorful berries or 
interesting shape. 

The true beauty 
of a well-formed 
tree can really be 
seen and appreci- 
ated in the winter 
when it stands 
without leaves. Think of a tall, 
well-grown tree standing by itself 
fully formed in the shape natural 
to its species. All the intricate 
network of branches can be seen 
only in the winter. 

In recent years there has been 
a trend in gardening circles to in- 
clude plants that because of their 
shapes or other characteristics add 
interest to the winter landscape. 
Colored berries are the most 
common example, such as the 
red berries on a holly tree. Other 
plants that have colored berries 
are nandina (pictured above), 
which has clusters of red or or- 
ange berries at the end of the 
branches; barberry, small berries 
on a thorny bush; winterberry; 
and privet. 

Some species of roses have 
bright colored hips - the swollen 
part which is right under the 
flower - that persist into winter. 

Some species of grasses are 
planted for their pleasing shapes. 
Some are tall enough to be used 
as a privacy screen. The tufts 
blowing in the wind can be quite 
interesting to see. There are or- 
namental grasses planted on

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Southway near the intersection of 
Greenbelt Road, and next to 
some garages to partially hide 
them. 

Some plants retain their dried 
seed pods or parts of their flow- 
ering structure. Hydrangea 
shrubs still have flower heads 
though they are now brown. Se- 
dum is a perennial flower that 
holds its shape through the win- 
ter. The seedpods can be seen, 
for example, the round middle 
part of the black-eyed Susan. 

Garden Tasks 

This is the slow season in the 
garden year, though a gardener 
can still find things to do if the 
desire to putter in the garden is 
strong. For most gardeners, the 
best garden activity is planning 
this year’s garden. Seeds are in 
the stores. Look at garden books 
in the store or library for ideas. 

On a warmish day the garden 
can be cleaned up or the soil pre- 
pared for next year’s planting. If 
cleaning up, remember to call the 
city’s Department of Public 
Works at 301-474-8004 for pick- 
up of yard debris right off your 


property.

Goldenagers Take Lessons on How to Report News

On January 29, approximately 
40 Greenbelt Goldenagers went 
to the big city to see some of the 
sights. The group’s planning 
committee, led by John Taylor, 
outdid themselves this time by 
selecting a balmy day in the 
middle of the winter, so that the 
group could walk around in com- 
plete comfort—except for those 
who might have dressed too 
warmly for the occasion thinking 
that January is a winter month. 
The traveler’s destinations for the 
day were the Newseum and Ar- 
lington Cemetery. 

I went along because [| felt 
that I might be able to learn 
something that might be helpful 
to my being a better newspaper 
person and because lunch was 
scheduled at a well known 
Rosslyn restaurant noted for good 
food. Also, my wife paid the 
way. 

Newseum 

The Newseum, a museum of 
the Freedom Foundation devoted 
to how news is made and pre- 
sented, will close shortly. A new 
Newseum is planned to be open 
in the District in the future. 

After an introductory, large 
screen film about newsmaking 
and newsgathering, the group was 
able to see two floors of interac- 
tive exhibits. There were inter- 
esting video and movie 
minitheaters featuring clips on re- 
porters and how they handled 
news stories. One could also lis- 
ten to radio reports of major 
news events such as_ the 
Hindenburg disaster. A special 
display related to the reporting of 
September 11, 2001 and included 
dramatic photographs and video 
clips. It brought back sad memo- 
ries of the horror of the day. 

I was particularly interested in 
the interactive section dealing 


with the various aspects of mak- 
ing a newspaper. One opportu- 
nity was to personally make deci- 
sions on editing a newspaper. 
You had to first choose which of 
the possible stories taking place 
should be fitted into the paper’s 
limited space. Since the problem 
at this paper is finding enough 
volunteers to cover everything 
that goes on in town, this is not 
a problem we are used to dealing 
with. 

I most enjoyed a section on 
newspaper ethics. The computer 
display presented case studies of 
actual ethical problems, some 
well known, facing newspapers in 
reporting. Two had to deal with 
doctoring news pictures to en- 
hance the story. In the Civil War, 
for example, photographers would 
pull dead bodies out of trenches 
so that they wouldn’t be hidden 
in shadows and the readers would 
get a better idea of the carnage 
taking place. The other had to 
do with a television program 
modifying a vehicle so that it 
would explode in a crash to 
prove its claim that a particular 
kind of vehicle was unsafe. 

For each dilemma posed, you 
were given four choices as to 
how you should handle the prob- 
lem faced by reporters. In each 
case, I sided with the most popu- 
lar viewpoint expressed by others 
participating in the ethics prob- 
lems at the museum. However, 
these positions were not always 
the ones that were actually taken 
by the news organizations dealing 
with the problem. 

Goldenager John Henry Jones, 
who has always been young at 
heart, joined a line of grade 
school students, to become a tele- 
vision reporter. His job was to 
read a news story from a 
teleprompter as the TV camera 
was going. A suitable back- 
ground for the story being told 
was imposed behind each re- 


porter. John Henry stood in front 
of the White House to announce 
that Laura Bush had donated her 
inaugural ball gown to the 
Smithsonian. It contained a de- 
scription of the gown. A fashion 
reporter John Henry is not, but 
he still did pretty well for an 
amateur. He claimed that the 
teleprompter screen was too small 
or too far away for him to easily 
read. After each news report is 
taped, it is displayed on video 
screens for others to hear and 
view. I thought the best was by 
a very young man with the wid- 
est grin I have ever seen on a TV 
reporter. 

Outside the Newseum is the 
Freedom Park. Beginning at 
street level, it bridges over Wil- 
son Boulevard to connect to 
streets and office buildings on the 
other side. I expect that will stay 
in Rosslyn. The walk is land- 
scaped and has Icons of Free- 
dom, representative displays of 
efforts for freedom, along its way 
beginning with several sections of 
the Berlin Wall. (There are also 
sections of the Berlin Wall in the 
Ronald Reagan International 
Trade Center, for those interested 
in seeing it.) One icon deals 
with women getting the vote and 
has women’s suffrage banners. 
Other icons are Martin Luther 
King, Jr.’s jail-cell door, a Cuban 
refugee boat, a South African bal- 
lot box, Warsaw ghetto cobble-

stones, and a statue of Lenin. 
The walk’s highlight is a glass 
monument, a memorial to journal- 
ists who have died in the line of 
duty that is located on the bridge 
over the street. 
Arlington Cemetery 

At the Arlington Cemetery 
Goldenagers got a Tourmobile 
ride of the cemetery with stops at 
the Kennedy gravesites, the Tomb 
of the Unknowns and Arlington 
House. We chose to stop at the 
home of Martha Custis 
Washington’s granddaughter and 
Robert E. Lee, which was confis- 
cated for unpaid taxes during the 
Civil War and whose grounds be- 
came the national cemetery. The 
building is currently under restora- 
tion and repair in some places. It 
has one of the most commanding 
views of our nation’s capital and 
its major monuments. From its 
front you could also see the sec- 
tion of the Pentagon damaged on 
September 11. It is now just a 
missing section of the building 
with a large crane at either end of 
the gap. Through the gap, the 
center courtyard can be seen. 

Goldenager Elsie Forbes was 
particularly interested in finding 
out the location of dear ones who 
have been buried at the cemetery. 
She learned that the Information 
Center has both a computer 
gravesite locator and information 
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people that will help you locate 
any person buried there. Al- 
though the cemetery is closed to 
most vehicles, immediate family 
members may obtain automobile 
passes to permit them to drive to 
burial sites. The cemetery is still 
actively being used for burials, 
with a fill out date of 2025. 

New at Arlington is the 
Women in Military Service for 
America Memorial, just outside 
the gates. A main feature of the 
memorial is a computer register 
of women who have served in 
the military. We checked the reg- 
ister to find the names of 
Greenbelters past and present 
who had served and were able to 
find limited, if not complete in- 
formation on each. Those we 
sought in the register were Betty 
Beers, Jacquelyn  Shabe- 
Rochefort, the late Velma 
Chapman and former Greenbelter 
Katherine Keene. 

For the seniors on the trip, it 
proved to be an enjoyable, but 
tiring, day. I particularly admired 
the tenacity of those plagued with 
physical handicaps who managed 
walks when required and steps 
when other choices were not 
available. Of particular note in 
this group is longtime member 
and former leader Florence Holly, 
now approaching her ninth de- 
cade and still going strong.

At its regular meeting on J anuary 28, 2002, the City Council adopted two 
resolutions to amend the City Charter. As required by state law, these 
resolutions will be posted in their entirety for forty (40) days, until March 9, 
2002, atthe Municipal Building. They can also be found on the City’s Web 
Site at htto:/www.ci.greenbelt.md.us. Copies may also be requested from 
the City Clerk. The charter amendment resolutions will become effective 
on March 19, 2002, unless a proper petition to submit the amendment(s) 
to the voters on a referendum Is filed as permitted by law. This notice is to 
provide a fair Summary of both resolutions. 


Charter Amendment Resolution No. 2002-1 

A Resolution of the City of Greenbelt, Adopted Pursuant to the Authority of 
Article XI-E of the Constitution of Maryland and Section 13 of Article 23a of 
the Annotated Code of Maryland, (2001Replacement Volume as 
Amended), Title “Corporations-Municipal,” Subtitle “Charter Amend- 
ments,” to Amend the Charter of the City of Greenbelt Found, in Whole or 
in Part, in the Compilation of Municipal Charters of Maryland (1983 Edition 
as Amended), as Prepared by the Department of Legislative Reference 
Pursuant to Chapter 77 of the Acts of the General Assembly of Maryland 
of 1983, by Repealing and Re-enacting with Amendments Section 55 (a), 
Titled “Bonds-Issuance, Authorization.” 


The purpose of the above-titled resolution Is to revise the statement of the 
City’s debt limitation in order to conform with the new state law, Ch. 80, 
Acts of 2000, also Known as the Truth in Taxation law, which changed the 
real property assessment law from a program of fractional property 
assessments to a system of full market value assessments. Limits 
previously stated as ten (10) percent of valuation will be amended to four 
(4) percent of valuation, in order that the City’s actual debt limitations will 
remain essentially unchanged. 


Charter Amendment Resolution No. 2002-2 

A Resolution of the City of Greenbelt, Adopted Pursuant to the Authority of 
Article XI-E of the Constitution of Maryland and Section 13 of Article 23a of 
the Annotated Code of Maryland, (2001Replacement Volume as 
Amended), Title “Corporations-Municipal,” Subtitle “Charter Amend- 
ments,” to Amend the Charter of the City of Greenbelt Found, in Whole or 
in Part, in the Compilation of Municipal Charters of Maryland (1983 Edition 
as Amended), as Prepared by the Department of Legislative Reference 
Pursuant to Chapter 77 of the Acts of the General Assembly of Maryland 
of 1983, by Repealing and Re-enacting with Amendment “Elections” 
Section 14(b), Titled “Referendum.” 


The purpose of the above-titled resolution is to correct a typographical 
error in Section 14(b) to clarify that the Council may place on the ballot at 
regular or special elections not only questions required by law to be 
Submitted to the voters but also such questions as Council may wish to 
Submit to the voters.
